| “SONORA ® — A 45-year-old | 


woman calmly related today, Dis- 
trict Attorney Ed Vilas said. she 
poisoned her husband at his re- 


flower garden over the shallow 
grave where she had buried his; 
body in chunks. 

Mrs. Ada Hansen, questioned at 
length by Vilas and others, was 
held without bail on a charge of 
Suspicion of murder. 

Vilas said she maintained un- 
swervingly that her husband, .Ot- 
to Hansen, about 48, had been ill 
several years and had forced her 
to administer him poison. 

He was her third husband, the 
other two having died, she relat- 
er. 

Mrs. Hansen, who sometimes 
goes by a former husband's name,

as saying she administered Han-

_ Freeway 


A declaration of right of ways definitely fixing the loca- 
tion of the Ramona freeway through Upland and Ontario at 
the so-called “boundary route” will be recommended to the 
state highway commission at its meeting tomorrow. 

R. Fred Price, who yesterday attended a meeting of the 
highway committee of the southern council, California state | 
chamber of commerce in Los Angeles, so reported today. 


Mr. Price said the recommenda-* 
tion will be made by James A. 
Guthrie, San Bernardino, com- 
mission member. 

Mr. Price said he had recom- 
mended to the committee that the 
freeway be made a “depressed” 
highway, so that Euclid avenue 
and other crossover streets need 
not be elevated. 

Definite action on Euclid un- 
derpasses at the Southern Pacific 
and Union Pacific crossings in 
Ontario is also promised, Mr. Price 
said. 

George McCoy,

A little milk spiked 
with alcohol was placed within 
reach, It learned to take a 
couple of bracers then bang in- 
to the switch and endure _ the 
unpleasant shock to.satisfy its 
hunger. 

Since animai pets and hu- 
mans sometimes react alike, 
Dr. Moss said, veterinarians who 
study animal behavior may be 
able to detect signs of neuroses 
in pet owners and guide them to 
psychiatrists or other doctors. 

Since the United States is the 
greatest pet-owning nation and 
also has the reputation of hav- 
ing the most neurotics, Dr. Moss 
said, the pet animal population 
may be an index of this wide- 
spread affliction. 

People who have suffered 
from frustration or other com- 
plications in their relationships 
with other human beings often 
can derive comfort from the 
companionship of pets, he add- 
ed. 

Pets can serve as healers for 
some of these, Dr. Moss assert- 
ed. Children deprived of par- 
ental protection through broken 
marriages may escape some 
maladjustment because of the 
affection of a dog which may 
substitute to some extent for

The Russians demanded that 
the U. S. hand the three over to 
the Soviets. Among other things 
the Russians accused American 
authorities of conniving in “kid- 
naping’”’ the teachers—who said 
they prefer to live here rather 
than go back to Russia. 

Marshall said a note answering 
the Soviets is in preparation, 
based on reports from authorities 
in New York City. 

The note will be made public 
after it is delivered to the Sov- 
iets, Marshall said. Presumably 
it will be given to Russian am- 
bassador Alexander S. Panyush- 
kin in Washington.

Electric Power 
Loss Feared 


SACRAMENTO # — Richard 
L. Boke, regional director of the 
U. S» Bureau of Reclamation, es- 
timates California will lose elec- 
tric power, equal to the amount 
to supply a city of 100,000 for 
four months, because of person- 
nel reductions. 

Congress appropriated more 
funds for California work by the 
bureau, Boke said, but restricted 
the amount of personnel to be 
employed by the organization. 

As a result, work will have to 
be completed by letting it out at 
contract. At Keswick dam, for ex- 
ample, the bureau will be unable 
to complete the installation ‘of 
three generators by its own per- 
sonnel, Boke said. 

“Because of the complicated 
nature of the installation,” Boke 
said, “this will involve a delay of 
from four to six months in com- 
pletion.
